1. My name is David Davis. | am employed by South Central Rural
Telephone Cooperative in the position of General Manager. In this
position, | am personally familiar with the Federal Universal Service
Support received by the Cooperative and how these funds are used by the
Cooperative.

2. South Central Rural Telephone Cooperative was designated as a eligible
telecommunications carrier by the Kentucky Public Service Commission in
PSC Case No. 360 by order dated November 26, 1997.

3. South Central Rural Telephone Cooperative estimates that it will receive
$2,786,162 of Federal Universal Service high cost support during the
January 1, 2013 to December 31, 2013 time period.
